120,000 SALES OUTLETS COLLECT TAX 

COMPENSATION BASED ON EFFORT INVOLVED 

Rules and regulations governing the provincial sales 
tax, which became effective on September 1st, are con- 
tained in a 69-page booklet which was recently mailed to 
all retailers and other vendors who will be collecting the 
tax. 

Ontario is the eighth province of Canada to introduce 
a sales tax. The Retail Sales Tax Act which came into force 
on September Ist, is under the administration of the Re- 
tail Sales Tax Branch of the Office of the Comptroller of 
Revenue, Treasury Department. 

The rules and regulations governing the Ontario sales 
tax were drawn after studies of the methods of adminis- 
tration employed by the seven other provinces imposing 
this kind of taxation, and also of those of certain states of 
the United States. The Ontario rules and regulations are 
intended to provide an administration that will create the 
fewest possible problems for the taxpayer who is the pur- 
chaser of taxable goods, for the retailer who is the vendor 
of such goods, and finally for the administration itself. 

Returns are to be filed monthly with the Comptroller of 
Revenue by all vendors within 23 days after the close of 
the month, A return form, together with instructions, 
will be mailed at the commencement of each month to 
each vendor who holds a permit, thereby giving the ven- 
dor 23 days to complete the return and file it with the 
Comptroller. 

The estimated 120,000 retailers or vendors collecting 
the sales tax in Ontario are to receive compensation bas- 
ed on a sliding scale. The scale, which runs from a mini- 
mum of 1% of 1 per cent to 4 per cent of the amount of 
money collected by the vendor, is geared to the amount of 
effort involved in collecting the tax. 

Thus, the regulations provide that where the goods 
sold by a vendor have an average price of $1,000 or more 
during a month, the compensation will be 42 of 1 per cent 
of the tax collected. If the average price of the goods is 
more than $300, but not over $1,000, the vendor will get 
1 per cent of the tax. 


In the case of articles the price of which is $300 or 
less, there are three different levels of payment. If the 
gross amount of tax exempt sales is less than half of the 
total gross sales during a month, the vendor will get 2 per- 
cent of the sales tax he collects. If the gross amount of 
tax exempt sales is at least 50 per cent, but less than 80 
per cent of total gross sales during the month, the vendor 
will be entitled to 3 per cent. In all other cases, the ven- 
dor’s compensation will be 4 per cent. 


Stiff penalties have been provided by the Government 
for persons attempting to evade payment of the Provinces 
retail sales tax. Any person found guilty of such an of- 
fence will be liable to a fine of $25.00 to $10,000, plus up 
to two years in jail. In addition, the offender will be re- 
quired to pay twice the amount of the tax he had sought to 
evade. 


Stiff penalties are similarly provided for vendors who 
change or destroy their books with the intent of avoiding 
compliance with the retail sales tax law, or who conspire 
with any person to commit an offence against this law. 
Vendors who neglect to collect the tax that should have 
been collected, as determined by the Government, and 
will also be liable to a fine of not less than $10 and not 
more than $1000. 


The regulations also cover advertising of prices, re- 
tailers not being permitted to Advertise tax-inclusive 
prices, nor in any way permitted to absorb the sales tax. 
The regulations specify that retailers must collect the 3 
per cent sales tax on every taxable sale, that they must 
show the tax separately from the sale price on any record 
they keep, or on any receipt issued. The retailer is not re- 
quired to indicate in his advertisements, or in his price 
quotations, that the tax will be added to the price; but, if 
he quotes a price without mentioning the'tax, the price he 
has quoted must be the one to which he must add, and on 
which he must collect the tax, The regulations do not 
require a retailer to give the purchaser a receipt showing 
the sales tax has been paid; but if the purchaser asks for a 
receipt, the dealer must give him one.

SOMETHING TO THINK ABOUT.... 

We found the following editorial in the current issue 
of The Stouffville Tribune of special interest at this time 
when our universities are about to re-open and when, as 
the writer so aptly points out, so much emphasis is being 
placed on the desirability of acquiring university train- 
ing. Here it is: 

FALSE VALUES 
“Al over this continent for years past, there has 
been talk about the need to give everyone a university 
education. Too little thought has been given to the impli- 
cations of the ideas. 

“Miss Ruby McLean, retiring president of the Ontario 
Teachers’ Federation, has done a commendable service 
by bringing this airy proposal into the clear light of real- 
ity.. For one thing,-she said, only a few boys and girls 

have the intellectual capacity to absorb a university edu- 
cation. But of even more social significance, if everyone 
were to be placed on the university level much useful 
work would not.get done. 

“A great deal of the false value surrounding a univer- 
sity degree has been created by employers who use the 
degree as a handy qualification for any sort of a job. Some 
work, to be sure, does require a specific and high standard 
of qualification, and a degree does say that a university 
thinks the holder has reached that standard. But over the 
whole field of occupations a simple degree does not in- 
fallibly reveal one man’s superiority over another can- 
didate who has not obtained one. 

“Jt is not absurd to question whether people might 
not have too much education, It has:been found in India, 
in some of the new countries of Africa and, of course, in 
Soviet Russia, that holders of degrees often have refused 
to work at all if a position equal to their standards is not 
available. : 

“Tt might well be added that: university education is 
very expensive, costing far more than the tuition fees that 
students pay, It would bean impossible waste of wealth 
to attempt to give everyone a university education. In 
fact, it would be a disaster to academic standards in uni- 
versities if such an attempt were to be made. Society 
needs a higher proportion of well-educated people, but the 
way to get them is to seek out all who can meet the stan- 
dards and make certain that they get the education. 

“For the rest, in many cases more education than can 
pe obtained in the conventional school system would be an 
advantage. But the way to:provide this is by creating more 
arts colleges, more technical institutes and more facilit- 
ies for adult education through life, Many people may 
live useful lives doing work that does not require a univer- 
sity degree, and some who get the degrees waste much of 
their effort by failing to meet the potentialities of later 

life. The problem is complex, and to propose degrees for 
all is too simple to be a worthwhile answer.” 


LINDSAY’S MR PEIRCE 

Lindsay’s Mr, Harry Peirce, incumbent reeve of the 
town, must feel somewhat like the late Sir Sam Hughes 
did when he was in public life and offen subject to caustic 
and derogatory remarks. And it is perhaps fortunate 
that he learned something of the late warrior’s philosophy 
otherwise there might be some serious repercussions. The 
philosophy we refer to is the oft-repeated remark attribut- 
ed to Sir Sam which went something like this: “I don’t 
care what people say about me as long as they mention 
my name.” 

Mr. Peirce has been subjected to derogatory and 
villifying comment by what appears to be a somewhat 
brash segment of the weekly press, almost entirely divorc- 
ed from the local scene. 

Having known Mr. Peirce for many years, we feel 
qualified to state that we have found him to be forthright 
in his remarks, often to the annoyance of those who pre- 
fer to sugar-coat bitter pills rather than call a spade a 
spade. It is perhaps because of this trait that he has been 
returned repeatedly to council. ... .. People seem to like 
councillors who aren’t afraid to take issue with any phase 
of public business which doesn’t meet with their approval. 

Insofar as this newspaper is concerned and its weekly 
counterpart “The Thursday Post”, we have found Mr. 
Peirce to be a fair man, tolerant of other's views, at the 
same time reserving the right to express his own freely. 
What's wrong with that? And why the determined effort 
to smear him by a section of the press which hardly 

knows him?

NEW ROADS FOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 

New and better roads are one of the most urgent 
needs of developing countries, and studies being made by 
Britain's Road Research Laboratory are helping in the 
advance planning of the most suitable roads for various 
areas. Peter Collins reported on some of them in a recent 
edition of the ‘Science and Industry’ programme broad- 
cast in the BBC General Overseas Service. 

“The first study.” he said, “was made in a cotton- 
growing area in Uganda, where a big feeder-road building 
programme was undertaken from 1948 to 1956. The team 
working there showed that as the road system developed 
not only did many new families migrate into the region, 
but also the average income of the cotton growers 
doubled - in some parts even trebled. What is more im- 
portant, the acreage grown by each family went up some- 
thing like five times. 

“This was a small, specialised area and at present 
something much more ambitious is under way right across 
the world in Borneo, There development is much more 
broadly based, and the new roads are serving communities 
of many different kinds, The extent and cost of road build- 
ing will be seen against a background of population 
growth, production of industrial as well as agricultural 
goods, and local income per family, and areal idea of the 
effects may be gained. From this, it should be possible 
to forecast the sort of roads that are best and most econ- 
omical for the development of areas in many other 
countries.” 

In Borneo, as in many other territories, Collins went 
on, air photographs were being used, not only for sur- 
veying (which was now almost routine) but for looking 
for suitable stones and soils in advance of road construc- 
tion. Where good materials were scarce/this sometimes 
affected the route followed by a new road. Some of the 
new road-building techniques being developed were based 
on those used by the ancient Romans, who, for example, 
used lime to bind otherwise difficult materials, and make 
hard, water-resistant roads. Since lime-burning was a lo- 
cal industry in many developing countries, time and 
money could be saved as the new roads went ahead.

Mr. Rowntree reiterated the fact that the increase in 
fatal accidents this year had been alarming, even though 
the overall accident picture was improved. 

“This needless waste of life, limb and property can 
only be reduced if drivers accept moral responsibility for 
their driving actions, and follow the few common-sense 
rules of safe driving,’ he continued. 

Some of the safe driving hints Mr. Rowtree offered as 
a means of making this Labour Day weekend a safe one 
were: 

1, Ensure that your car is a safe car - good tires, 
brakes and steering. 


2. Pay strict attention to your driving. 

3. Maintain a safe distance between yourself and the 
car ahead —- one car length for every 10 miles per 
hour. 

4. Maintain a steady speed - don’t drive with bursts of 
speed. 

5. Take regular rest stops - avoid driving when you 
are tired. 

6. Never pass unless you have clear vision ahead for 


Sufficient distance to complete the manoeuver. 
Finally, Mr. Rowntree said that he considered it an 
excellent idea to watch the fellow in the car behind the 
car in front of you. “It is surprising just how thoughtless 
he can be at times.”

It is important not to be 
overweight. Moderate exer- 
tion may be all right, but 
overexertion often brings on 
attacks. As for the treatment 
of the attack itself, gout re- 
quires rest and comfort to the 
affected joint. We give col- 
chicine every hour during the 
attack. Relief comes about 
the time that the pills have 
caused diarrhea and nauseau 
(which soon disappear). 
However, there are other 
medicines that are quite help- 
ful. Your doctor will use them 
as necessary.  Butazolidin, 
Benemid, and Cortisone de- 
rivatives are often useful dur- 
ing and between attacks to 
lessen their frequency. 

Be thankful, at least, that 
your doctor has made the 
correct diagnosis. Otherwise. 
your husband might be taking 
aspirin or something else for 
“rheumatism.” Unless we doc- 
tors diagnose gout early, the 
patient doesn’t stand a chance.

SALES TA? 


The following basic information about the 3% Retail Sales Tax, 
effective September Ist, will be of interest to every resident of Ontario. 


Why the Sales Tax was introduced 
Ontario is experiencing the most dynamic growth in its 
history. 

As a result, the demands on the provincial treasury 
continue to grow at an unprecedented rate. For example, 
during the next five years we must build the equivalent 
of one thousand schools large enough for 500 pupils 
each, This means that provincial grants to schools must 
be greatly increased in the years immediately ahead, or 
municipalities will be faced with crippling mill rates to 
provide basic educational facilities. Hospitals, highways 
and other public works must also be greatly expanded 
to meet the needs of our rapidly increasing population. 

Your Province must increase its revenues by about 
$150 million annually to pay for these vital projects. 

After considering every method available to the Prov- 
ince, of raising money, your representatives at Queen’s 
Park decided that our vast financial needs could not be 
met out of present sources of revenue. It was agreed that 
The Retail Sales Tax Act was the fairest and most practi- 
cal way for residents of Ontario to contribute to the cost 

of their schools, hospitals and other essential services. 
Before drawing up the Ontario Retail Sales Tax Act, 
your government closely studied the retail sales taxes 
of seven other Canadian provinces and many states of 
the U.S.A. The Ontario Retail Sales Tax Act has the 
broadest exemptions of any of these retail sales taxes. 
Only two other provinces havea tax rate as low as Ontario. 


Collection of Tax 


Those who regularly sell goods as a normal part of their 
business must apply to be registered as vendors. Those 
who have applied are now receiving their permits. 
They will collect 3% tax on the price of goods sold to 
the ultimate consumer. The tax will be collected only 
once. Thus, a registered wholesaler will purchase goods 
for resale tax free from the manufacturer. He in turn 
will sell to the retailer on a tax free basis. Then the re- 
tailer will collect the tax when he sells to the consumer. 


Major Consumer Exemptions 


Most of the day-to-day necessities of life are free of 
sales tax. Food, prescribed drugs and medical sup- 
plies, and children’s clothing are all tax exempt. Heating 
fuel, electricity and gasoline are exempt. Newspapers, 
magazines and books are exempt. No tax applies on 
restaurant meals charged separately at $1.50 or less, 
Each sale of less than 17¢ is exempt. These and many 
other exemptions are discussed in detail on special cards 
that are now being mailed to retailers and other vendors. 


Homes Not Taxable 


Houses and other buildings are real property and are 
not subject to tax under this Act. The building con- 
tractor pays tax on materials incorporated into the 
home or other structure but no tax is payable on the 
labour that constitutes a large part of the total price of 
a home. : 


If furnishings such as draperies, stoves and refriger- 
ators are sold with a home, tax is payable on the fair 
value of such furnishings. : 


Services Not Taxable 


Only items of merchandise that are moveable, and tele- 
phone services, except long distance calls, are subject to 
the tax. Those persons selling “services,” such as barbers, 
beauty shops, launderers and dry cleaners, do not collect 
tax, but must pay tax on the materials they use in supply- 
ing their service. However, if a repair service includes 
substantial quantities of parts or material, the entire bill 
will be taxable unless the materials are shown as a 
separate charge from the labour. 


Casual Sales 

When an individual sells goods privately, the transaction 
is a “casual” sale. In such cases the purchaser and not 
the seller of taxable goods is responsible to report the 
purchase and pay the sales tax on the purchase price to 
the Retail Sales Tax Branch, Office of the Comptroller 
of Revenue. 


Instalment Purchases 

Sales tax is due on the total price when the sale is made, 
even though payments may continue over a long period 
of time. Finance charges are also taxable unless quoted » 
and itemized separately. 


Trade-ins 


The actual selling price minus the amount of the trade-in 
allowance is the amount upon which sales tax is payable. 


Farming 

Farmers will be exempt from tax on most equipment, on 
agricultural seeds and feeds, on drugs and medicines for 
livestock and on many other commodities used directly 
in the business of farming. 


Exports and imports 

Goods exported from Ontario are not taxable since the 
tax is applicable only to goods used in Ontario. No tax 
is payable under this Act by manufacturers on goods 
they purchase for use in the production of goods for sale. 
Thus, their competitive position in the export market is 
maintained without change after the introduction of 
this tax. ; 

Goods imported into Ontario are taxable since they 
are purchased for use in Ontario. The purchaser of the 
imported goods is subject to the same tax he would have 
to pay to an Ontario Vendor if he purchased the goods 
in. Ontario. 


Rental of Moveable Property 

The person who acquires possession of moveable prop= 
erty by paying a rental price for its use is regarded as a 
purchaser of such property under the Act and tax is 
payable by him on the rental price paid. 


Registered vendors are receiving special cards that list exempt and taxable goods: 
Each explains how the Retail Sales Tax applies to each particular type of business. Addi- 
tional information is available from the District Sales Tax Office serving your community.

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NOTICED «along the way 


7 Bear stories continue to be very much in the news 
these days. There are reports from Haliburton and other 
places of bears rummaging through garbage dumps trying 
to salvage edible tidbits which humans has extravagantly 
tossed aside. But here is an unusual bear story. Several 
of them to be exact, all of which centre around one Wel- 
lington Jeffers, former financial editor of “The Globe 
and Mail” and one Mordecai Jones. Although Mr, Jeffers 
is an old Oakwood boy now summering at Sturgeon Point, 
this story has for its setting, White Salmon, Washington, 
U.S.A. The time is November 5th., 1906 and here is Mr. 
Jeffers account of his encounter with an outstanding bear 
hunter: 

White Salmon, Wash., U.S.A. 
Noy. 5, 1906. 
by Wellington Jeffers, 

“Jones has killed two more bears”, said a ruddy-faced 
man who sat next to me in a White Salmon hotel one 
evening a few weeks ago. He was speaking to a man 
across the table from him. 

“Yes, so I heard,” said the latter, “last Monday.” 

“Who is this Jones, anyway?” asked I, Every time I 
come up here I hear of his killing another bear.” 

The man across the table answered me. “He is a 
wealthy Englishman, or rather, Welshman. He has 
estates in the South of Wales, but comes over here every 
Winter for a season’s hunting after big game. He has 
come out now every year for the last 21 years. Nine years 
ago he bought a place 12 miles-back of here on the Trout 
Lake road, and built a house on it out of native unhewn 
timbers on the plan followed in the construction of the 
Oregon building at the Lewis & Clarke Exposition. It is a 
fine building for the purpose. I had the contract for cut- 
ting the timbers for it myself. He hunts all kinds of big 
game, but especially bear.” 

“His wife is a great hunter, too.’’ said the ruddy-faced 
man, “She will be out in about three weeks with a party 
from England who are coming out for a hunt. His child- 
ren are great shots, too. When they were six years old he 
turned them out into the woods with 22 calibre rifles, and 
let them shoot to their heart’s content. The result was 
that by the time they were eight years of age, they could 
shoot tin cans thrown into the air.” 

“] heard a story of a dear hunt he had last Winter 
that in my estimation beats all his bear exploits,” said a 

young man sitting at the end of the table. “He and an- 
other man had been hunting, and had run out of ammu- 
nition. Coming to the top of a ridge, they saw on the oth- 
er side of the valley a big buck dozing on the further side 
of alarge log. Jones told his companion to stay where he 
was, while he went down the side of the hill, and crept 
softly up the other hill on his moccasined feet till he 
reached the log behind which the deer was lying. He 
jumped up on the log, and whirling his rifle over his head 
brought the butt down with a trmendous blow between 
the buck’s eyes. It spoiled the rifle, but only maddened 
the deer. Fearing that it would escape him, he jumped 
down beside it, and grasped it firmly by the horns. The 
deer began plunging madly, and the man across the valley 
began coming down expecting to find Jones killed. The 
deep snow hindered the deer, however, and in one of its 
flounders, Jones managed to throw it in the snow in such 
a position that it couldn’t rise. Then by some kind of 
twist he broke its neck.” 

“Just like him.” commented the man across the table, 
“but for presence of mind and a cool head in the face of 
danger, let me tell you an incident about an old hunter 
called McConnell who used to go out with Jones in some of 
his expeditions. Jones told me the story himself. They 
had set a bear trap one evening, and the next morning Me- 
Connell started up the canyon to see if a bear had been 
caught. Well. a grizzly had been caught in the trap over 
night, but had dragged it, heavy timbers and all, about a 
quarter of a mile further down the canyon. McConnell, 
of course, didn’t know this, and he approached the place 
where the bear lay hid quite unsuspicious of its presence. 
Suddenly the bear rose up from a bush right beside him. 
The cayuse bucked, and then jumped clear from under 
him, and ran wildly up the canyon. McConnell held onto 
his gun, and dropped onto his feet, but almost before 
he lit, his rifle shot echoed through the canyon, and the 
bear, shot through the head, rolled dead at his feet.” 

Next morning the Trout Lake stage dropped me at 
the gate leading to the house of Mr. Mordecai Jones. I 
was led to make the visit through the interest excited by 
the stories of the previous evening. When I was shown 
into the hall, I found Mr. Jones standing before a large 
fire-place talking Chinook with an aged Indian who sat in 
a large easy-chair facing the blaze. Over the floor of the 
apartment was scattered in careless profusion the belts of 
various wild animals, principally of the black bear, while 
the walls were adorned with trophies of the chase. Here 
and there gun racks were set, and fishing rods and tackle 
gave evidence that the hunter was also a fisherman. 

When the Indian departed Mr. Jones turned to me. 
“That fellow is over 100. Chief of the Klickitats. Burned 
out lately, he and his wife. She's older than he is. You 
want to see me?” he asked as by an after-thought. 

I explained my mission, and later the conversation 
turned to hunting. I told him that I had heard about his 
repuutation as a hunter. 

He interrupted, “Why, yes, have shot lots of them. 
It’s no credit to me, though. My dogs deserve the credit. 
If it wasn’t for them, would have killed very few.” 

“Did Mr. Bear ever come near to getting you?” 

Yes, a number of times. Had a close call with this 
fellow.” And he kicked a rug at his feet. 

I asked for the story, and he frowned, but complied. 

Mr. Mordecai Jones is a man 39 years of age, yet 
looking younger. He is quick and alert in movement, and 
short and sharp in his conversation, His sentences rarely 
go over the 12-word limit, and he is thoroughly British in 
his unwillingness to talk, especially about his personal 
experiences. He warms up, however, to his subject when 
it becomes impersonal, that is, the habits of bear, or the 
breeding and training of his dogs. The pronoun “I’’ was 
chiefly conspicuous by its absence in all his remarks. How- 
ever, in spite of all this, he is obliging, and here are some 
of the tales he told me. 


“This skin is off the biggest black bear I ever killed. 
It measured 8 ft 6 inches. The bear was in & patch of thick 
vine maple. The hounds closed in on him. Started into 
brush to see if I could get a shot at him. Parted the bushes 
and saw the bear about 12 feet away. The hounds were 
all around him, and had him at bay. Just as I appeared he 
caught one of my largest hounds weighing 90 Ibs. and 
as easily as you would a kitten, threw him straight at me. 
The hound struck me across the groins, and knocked me 
down, Snapped the trigger, and the gun went off. The 
bear charged at my knees. People say that a bear never 
charges that way. That is a mistake Have had sever- 
al charge me that way. Well, I said, the bear charged and 
I just had time to stick the rifle between his eyes and fire. 
That's all, There's his skull hanging up beside the fire- 
place. No, the one with a hole between the eyes.” 

ADVENTURE WITH A GRIZZLY 

It was years ago in Montana. A cow in feeding her 
calf was killed by a grizzly. He struck her on the withers. 
Smashed the bone down six or seven inches. Found the 
body that evening on my way to camp. Part of the ham 
had been eaten out. I followed the bear's trail a little 
into the woods. Marked swamp pine to enable me to find 
the place in the morning, Next morning at daybreak 
went back. Found whole cow had been dragged into bush 
about 30 or 40 yards. Knew bear must be close to swamp 
pine up wind. Crawled up close to pine in a washout. 
Heard the crunching of bones. There was fallen tree on 
other side of swamp pine. Cravwled to this, flat on my 
belly. Looked over and saw the bear eating the cow. It 
saw me at the same instant. He was standing sideways. 
He swung his head, once, twice. I thought he was going 
to swing the third time. I shot for the neck vertebrae 
but he stopped short in his third swing. Hit him in the 
juglar. He bawled, and then came straight for me, He 
kept the trees between me and him, Couldn’t see him 
until he rounded the pine within six feet of me. Made a 
quick shot the moment I saw his head. He kept coming, and 
I thought I had missed. There was a rose-briar bush be- 
tween us. He rose up, and came around it after me. I 
stuck end of rifle on his nose, and blew the whole top of 
his head off. I found on examining him that I had hit nim 
with my second shot. The bullet went just below the eyes 
through the upper jaw. He was 9 feet, 7 inches long and 
weighed 1200 Ibs. 

ANOTHER BEAR STORY 

“Treed a bear once on the edge of a canyon. There 
was a big precipice below, so didn’t dare shoot the bear. 
Hounds would have piled over sides of canyon after it. 
Had to take the hounds away. Left another man to shoot 
the bear. Two fox-terriers, however, hid in the brush. 
When I was a quarter of a mile up the mountain side, the 
bear came down. It was openish country, and I could 
see the whole thing. The man was just going to shoot 
when he saw the terriers. Then he let the bear get away. 
It went along the canyon, and crossed down to the creek 
higher up. It tried to climb the steep hillside beyond. 
The terriers fastened on her, one on each side, and held 
her. She kept climbing, but terriers held on. The exer-~ 


tion began to prove too much, and she turned and broke= ~ 


into the canyon. The moment my hounds heard the ter- 
riers, they broke away from me. The bear met the whole 
pack at the creek.’ They fairly took her down, buried, and 
wallowed her in the creek. Couldn’t see the bear for the 
hounds. She got away, and treed again. The tree was by 
the side of a cliff. Several hounds had been lost during 


the day. Waited for them all to get together before 
shooting the bear. That is my invariable habit. While 
waiting I saw there was a way out for the bear. The 


cliff was perpendicular about half-way up the tree. Then 
a knife-like ridge bent steeply back to the upper part of 
the canyon. Bear could get onto this ridge by a branch. 
Climbed up side of canyon. It was too steep for the dogs 
to follow. I came down hog-back from above. I crawled 
to within fifteen feet of the tree, sitting a-straddle the 
knife-edge. When the bear saw me she charged up the 
branch to the ridge. She got onto the ridge, and came 
for me. There wasn’t room for a cat to pass. One of us 
had to go off. I wasn’t sure which it would be. I preferred 
it should be the bear. I threw a cartridge into the cham- 
ber of my rifle, and waited. She charged almost up to the 
gun, I was just going to shoot when she turned back and 
walked onto the tree.” Jones laughed heartily at the dis- 
gusted expression on my face. 


SPECIALLY TRAINED BEAR DOGS 

“How many dogs have you, Mr. Jones?” 

“Generally about 25. Now I am short, having lost 
14 through sickness, and fights with bear. On Monday I 
had one of my best dogs killed by a bear. It is usually my 
best dogs that get killed. You see, the others are afraid. 
They won't take the chances. I have dogs here that never 
come back from a bear-hunt unwounded.” 
get out of sight and hearing of the hunters. We may be 
going up one canyon after them, and they may cross over 
into next canyon and double back. A fellow might go 
five miles after the hounds had crossed over before gues- 
sing what had happened. I have been as much as 161% 
hours after one bear. The hounds have been 24 and 25 
hours with a bear before anybody saw them. Quite often 
T have bears 10 hours straight on end. Of course, we use 
horses as far as possible. Then we go on foot. I have a 
little brown mare I always use. The best in the country. 
She gets right into the spirit of the hunt. Sometimes when 
the hounds are out of sight and hearing, ‘she will fight to 
go back. She hears the hunt though I can’t. I let her have 
her way generally. Often she will then go straight up the 
mountain. Down in the next canyon we will find the 
hunt. Most horses are afraid of a bear, alive or dead. It 
is therefore difficult sometimes to get one to pack out the 
bear. 

“Tn the fall of the year bear never run far, They are 
too fat and heavy. In the Spring when they are thin and 
poor, there seems to be no limit to their endurance. Then 
is when we have the long hunts. A little 2-year-old or 3- 
year-old will give a fellow the most trouble. 

“Bear will fight uphill first. When they begin to get 
tired they will go downhill. They cannot-fight in an open 
country. They always pick the deepest, rockiest, brush- 
jest canyon they can get into. Hounds do not dare to

LIGHT ENGINEERING WORKSHOP FOR THE BLIND 

Britain’s Royal National Institute for the Blind re- 
cently opened a new light engineering workshop in Bris- 
tol, the first in which blind people can carry out all the 
steps in production right through to the finished article. 
Brenda Hamilton reported in a recent BBC broadcast.: 
“tts common enough for blind people to work in open 
industry, usually doing simple, repetitive work, but for 
sightless people to operate capstan and auto-lathes and 
produce complete articles requiring two or three different 
operations, is something quite new. This is what is heing 
done in the new light engineering workshop ‘in Bristol, 
which started four years ago In a very small way with 
one machine lent for the experiment. In two years time, 
they were doing enough work to enable them to buy their 
own machines, and now this new workshop has been 
achieved, in gives employment to seventeen blind people, 
as well as some partly sighted and handicapped.” 

One of the workers Miss Hamilton interviewed dur- 
ing her visit spoke 0: «ne fascination of the precision work 
he was doing with micrometers and gauges. Some had 
previously worked on basket-making, piano tuning and 
other occupations, and welcomed both the opportunity to 
branch out in work similar to that done by sighted people, 
and the better money they could earn. 


CONTROLLING THE AIRWAVES 

Canada’s Board of Broadcast Governors has formu- 
Jated new radio regulations. This surprises no one. The 
airwaves have been “regulated” in Canada for more than 
a quarter of a century, first by the CBC and now by the 
BBG. During all those years, these agencies of govern- 
ment have had sole responsibility for the development of 
Canadian radio, private and public. What has been ac- 
complished? 

Not very much. The BBG’s new attempt is no more 
likely to succeed than previous efforts. Private broad- 
casters are now expected to do some formal program- 
ming, for two hours each day, A leading trade paper of 
the broadcasting industry, upon receiving these new dir- 
ectives, published a tongue-in-cheek advertisement: 

“Program distributor has sure fire series for sale m _ 
% all radio markets. The audience will tune it out in 
# droves, but it will positively delight the Board of 
Broadcast Governors.” 

Government agencies are notoriously unsuccessful at 
controlling creative enterprises. In the long run, the 
public takes what it wants and rejects what the bureau- 
crats try to impose upon it. A great deal of money would 
be saved if the BBG would limit itself to regulating 
technical aspects of broadcasting instead of wasting its 
time and energy trying to accomplish the impossible.

SAFETY FEATURED IN FERGUSON CAR 

An automobile design and research team in Coven- 
try, England, are putting the finishing touches on the 
pre-production prototype of a super-safe, four-wheel 
drive estate car (station wagon) with body design by the 
Italian stylist, Michelotti, The new 2.2 litre, six-seater 
car, which will do 25 miles to the gallon, should be in 
production in 1963. 

“Saftey with traction’, a car with a four-wheel drive, 
was one of the dreams of Harry Ferguson, whose design 
of light tractor with hydraulic contol of impliments revo- 
lutionized the farming industry. He died earlier this year 
but Harry Ferguson’s design team carried on with his 
work. The two men mainly responsible for the new Fer- 
guson are ex-racing driver Tony Rolt, now managing dir- 
ector of Harry Ferguson Research Ltd., and Claude Hill, 
one-time technical director of Aston Martin. The two 
men say they are aiming for the Jaguar-type market. 

Designed with safety as well as style in mind, there 
are no sharp edges on the new Ferguson, little overhang, 
and reduced bulk. The engine. a flat horizontally-oppos- 
ed high-performance unit, is mounted ahead of the front 
axle, leaving plenty of room for passengers and luggage. 

The new car is fitted with aircraft-type brakes that 
cannot lock. Ferguson spokesman Mr. N. F. Newsome 
states that at 45 m.p-h. on a wet road the car will halt in 
149 feet. 

The hydralic automatic transmission designed by 
another Italian member of the team, Count Termala, gives 
smooth power flow throughout the speed range. With a 
minimum of moying parts, the transmission is said to 
need little maintenance and the designers claim that 
repair bills could be 25 per cent below normal. 


RAPID THAWING BY RADIO WAVES 

A new, rapid method of thawing deep frozen fish 
and other foods, using radio waves, has been demon- 
strated in the U.K. by Pye Ltd., of Cambridge (Pye 
Canada Ltd., 84 Northline Rd., Toronto 16, Ont.). 

Frozen slabs of fish’ or other food at temperatures 
down to 30 degrees Fahrenheit are passed by conveyer 
belt through a tunnel containing a radio frequency 
field. This field causes the molecules making up the 
body of the fish to agitate, so that warming takes place 
evenly and speedily throughout the slab. . At a recent 
demonstration at the Grimsby factory of the Ross 
Group (frozen food processors and trawler owners) 
solid slabs of frozen herring were thawed out to a 
“gea-fresh” state within 15 minutes — a process that 
with the old methods would have taken from 12 to 24 
hours. 

Processing costs are low due mainly to the ab- 
sence of waste heat — a disadvantage of other 
methods — and the rapidity of the new systems can 
accommodate the sudden changes in demand typical of 
the fishing industry. There is no “drip loss” leading 
to loss of weight and flavour; the new method takes 
up little space and the whole operation is much cleaner 
and more convenient. The makers say that the equip- 
ment has equally important possibilities for frozen 
meat, fruit and vegetables. 

The radio frequency dielectric heating plant is 
built on the modular or unit system; it consists of three 
tunnel] oyens in series, each powered by a kw in- 
dustrial r.f, generator energising a balanced pair of 
electrode plates in each oven. The frozen fish slabs 
pass through the ovens on a continuous conveyer belt

The belt is con- 
tinuously cleaned by nylon brush and water jets, and 
its speed can be varied. p

DON’S PANIC WHEN LOST IN BUSH 
Pembroke--Even the most seasoned bush travellers 
sometimes get lost, usually on cloudy or rainy days. 
What to do if this happens? 
R.J, Hall, of the Ontario Department of Lands 
and Forests which puts out a helpful pamphlet on this 


subject, offers these suggestions: 
Never go into the woods without a compass, 


whether you know the district or not. The sun is a 
good guide, too, especially if you have a watch, To 
determine due south, hold the watch with the hour 
hand pointed at the sun; half-way between this and 
12 o'clock is south. 

At night, the North Star, small and 
bright, is located easily by extending a line through 
the two outside stars of the bow! of the Dipper,, or 
the lip, as it is often called. The Dipper swings around 
the North Star with its handle on the outside. 

Always determine the position of your camp or 
last point before entering the woods, in relation to 
some prominent feature such as a lake, river or road, 

Cardinal rules if you get lost are: 

Don’t become panicky; fear and panic are the 
death of calm reasoning. Sit down and determine on 
a plan of action and stick to it, at least until you're 
sure youre wrong. Study your map; often you'll see 
where you made the wrong turn. 

If there are several people, stick together; there’s 
safety in numbers and searchers are more likely to 


find a group. 
If searchers are likely to be out, build a smoky 


fire to guide them. 


TIPS FOR DRIVERS 
1. Bad temper may be more dangerous than alcohol in 
a driver. Never try to “get even’ with another motorist, 
says the Ontario Safety League. Mad drivers are bad 
drivers.

Lead Pencil Stains 
Lead pencil stains on ma- 
terial can be removed by 
working some glycerin or 
heavy detergent solution into 
the stains with a blunt-edged 
object, then applying a few 
drops of ammonia, and gently 
working into the stains. As the 
stains dissolve, flush from 
the fabric with warm water. 
Mildew 
To remove mildew from 
white clothes, put a teaspoon 
of chloride of lime in a gal- 
lon of water. Dissolve thor- 
oughly, put the garment in 
and stir until the mildew dis- 
appears. Rinse 
Chloride of lime bleaches so 
do not use on colored fabrics. 
Salty Soup 
If the soup is too salty, add 
two or three pinches of brown 
sugar to it.

Q. How can | remove some 
perfume stains from the top of 
my vanity table? 
A. These should, of course, 
be wiped up instantly, and 
then rubbed vigorously with 
|the palm of the hand or with a 
cloth moistened with an oil 
polish. For old stains, use 
rottenstone or powdered 
pumice, mixed to a thin paste 
with raw or boiled linseed oil. 
Rub lightly in the direction of 
the grain, then wipe with a 
cloth dampened with plain lin- 
seed oil. Repeat the treat- 
ment, if necessary. 
Q. How can | make a good 
zinc polish? 
A. Stir rye bran into ooiling 
water to the consistency of 
paste, then add a handfull ot 
silver sand with a little vitriol. 
Rub the zinc with this paste, 
rinse thoroughly with water, 
dry, and polish with a cloth. 
Q. How can | whiten linen 
or white goods which has turn- 
ed yellow? 
A. Try adding a few drops 
of turpentine to the rinse 
water; then lay the article in 
the grass in a hot sun. The re- 
sult will be gratifying. 
Q. What are some of the 
rules for adding salt in cook- 
ing? 
A. When and how you add 
salt in cooking is very impox- 
tant. Put it in early to blend 
with soups and sauces, but adu 
it to meats just before taking 
them from the stove. Mix salt 
with the eggs in cake ingre- 
dients. Salt the water in 
which vegetables are cooked. 


Q. How can | hide the join- 


come tough. Not enough salt, 
and the pickles will be soft and 
slippery. Follow the recipe’s 
recommendations. 

Pickling salt gives the best 
results for pickling, say the 
food specialists at Macdonalu 
Institute. It's easy to identi- 
fy because it has coarser cryS- 
tals than table salt. Ordinary 
table salt has iodine added and 
is treated to keep it free-run- 
ning, Free-running table salt 
may make the brine cloudy 
and affect the texture and ap- 
pearance of the pickles. 
Vinegar is an important in- 
gredient that requires careful 
selection. The three main 
types are cider, white wine, 
and blended vinegar. Cider 
vinegar is used in pickles for 
its flavour. White wine vine- 
gar is used with such vege- 
tables as cauliflower and on- 
ions to maintain their lght 
colour, Blended vinegar is a 
combination of two or more 
varieties of vinegars and 1s 
used in some pickle recipes. 
The rule here: always follow 
the recipe, and if it doesn’t 
state the type of vinegar, use 
cider vinegar. 

Alum can be added to pick- 
les to keep them krisp. But, 
say the the food specialists at 
Macdonald institute, if you 
follow a good recipe, the pic- 
kles will be crisp and there 
will be no need for alum, The 
danger is that too much alum 
will make the pickles bitter. 
Use alum only if the recipe 
calls for it and then not more 
than 1 teaspoon per 4 quarts 
of brine. 

Spices give pickles their 
special flavour. To get the full 
flavor trom spices, get fresh 
spices every year. Old spices 
lose a lot of their flavour 
over the winter. Tie the whole 
spices (whole spices give more 
flavour than ground spices) 1n 
a cheesecloth bag. The bag 
should be large enough to al- 
low for expansion and let the 
pickling liquid flow througn 
it. Remove the bag before 
you put the pickles in sealers. 
Did you know that it was im- 
portant to use enamel, alumin- 
um, or stainless steel pots and 


utensils for pickling? Vine- 
gar and salt will react with 
iron, brass, or copper and 


cause the pickles to discolour.

As [ keep reminding 
people, always consider the 
possibility of allergy when 
bothered by symptoms that 
don’t seem to fit into any par- 
ticular category.

Facts for Farmers 


WEEDS THAT ARE 
COMMONLY CALLED 
CHICKWEED 

The Chickweeds are natives 
of Europe and have spread to 
nearly every part of Ontario, 
says J. D. Curtis of the Field 
Crops Branch, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. These 
weeds are most likely to be 
found in lawns, pastures and 
cultivated lands. 

There are two main types of 
which ‘there area number of 
species found throughout On- 
tario. The first variety, or 


fied by its single line of hairs 
down one side of the stem and 
on the leaf stalks. It is an annu- 
al or winter annual which 
blooms throughout the grow- 
ing season. Leaves are-variable 
in size, opposite, broadly oval 
and pointed, the lower leaves 
stalked and the upper sessile, 
The flowers are white, consis- 
ting of five petals whi> are 
shorter than the five sepals. 
The species graminea (Grass- 
leaved Stitchwort) has square 
stems, narrow and _stalkless 
leaves, petals longer than the 
leaves and the elongated wavy 
protuberances on the seeds 
permit easy distinction from 
the common chickweed. 
. Cerastium vulgatum (Mouse- 
Ear Chickweed) is easily iden- 
tified by its hairy stalkless 
leaves, small white flowers 
and by its prostrate habit of 
growth. The weed is a peren- 
nial which forms patches, 
spreading by seeds and root- 
ing at the nodes of the stems.

CAUSES OF NEURALGIA 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Please) 
tell me what zauses neuritis 
or neuralgia? I have had it 
for years and in so many 
different places. - - Mrs. L. 
Comment: Wherever there 
is a nerve there may be 
neuritis or inflamation of 
that nerve. This causes the 
constant or intermittent radi- 
ating pains commonly known 
as neuralgia. 
The causes of the neuritis? 
I wish I could tell you, but 
more often than not, we don’t 
know. 

For example, here is a 
patient with an unexplainable 
inflammation of the large 
nerve - - the sciatic nerye - - 
that extends from the hip into } 
the thigh and leg. Another 
patient with the same com- 
plaint is a diabetic. (This may 
or may not be the cause; but 
it's not unusual for diabetics 
to have neuritis.) And, still 
a third patient complains of 
sciatica; but this time the 
cause is shown by X rays to 
be a vertebral arthritis that 
is pinching the nerve. 

The facial pain of trigeminal 
/neuralgia is likely to be an

q Vilhjalmur Stefansson, anthropologist, prolific author, dauntless explorer, courageous 
ambassador of Canada’s north. In 1912 and again in 1918 Stefansson came out of the 
Arctic, after being considered dead, to find himself an international hero: interviewed, 
feted and famous on three continents. The tall young explorer had captured the imag- 
ination of people everywhere. Iamous Arctic experts had said ir was impossible to 
travel over the sea ice without supplies, to live only by hunting. Whaling captains, with 
years of experience in the northern seas, agreed.

One of the most touching 
and amusing affairs in the 
history of literature is the 
subject of “Cher Menteur’ 
the hit play which Canadian 
concerts and artists, incorpor- 
ated, has flown over from 
Paris with its original cast 
intact, for an exclusive pre- 
sentation in Quebec.

One of the tactics being 
studied is. Nationalist China’s 
plan to label the admission of 
Red China as an “important” 
issue requiring a two-thirds 
majority in the General As- 
sembly. 
Under the so-called “mora- 
torium” plan, the United 
States succeeded for 10 years 
in preventing the General 
Assembly “from even discus- 
sing Red China membership. 
But the margin has decreased 
year by year, reaching a low\ . 
last fall when only 42 nations f 
supported the U-S resolution. 
Thirty - four voted against it, 
and 22 abstained. 
Since then, several nations 
have let it be known that they 
can no longer support this! ¢ 
line of defense. t 
Under the new- nationalist 
plan which is being considered 
now, the envoys of Chiang 
Kai-Shek will offer a resolu- 
tion to make admission of 
Communist China a matter of 
substance rather than pro- 
cedure. This would require a! 
two-thirds vote. 
But this plan may be held’ 
in reserve while other tactics 
are tried. 
One may be to keep China 
off the agenda entirely. The) 
question is not among the | 
listed thus far for assembly 
discussion in the session com- | 
ing up. But it may be raised) 
at any time as an “urgent” 
matter if a simple majority of} 
the assembly agrees. ’ 
If the China question is} 
added to the agenda, National-| 
ist China hopes to bury it at 
the end of the list.

SOME GOOD ADVICE 


Bad enough to have a flat tire at night on a lonely 


road swept by wind and rain. Worse if the auto jack de- 
clines to co-operate or if the driver knows too little about 
operating it. Well in advance of any trip, every Car 
owner should check the jack to be sure it operates effic- 
jently, safety experts advise. He also should read the 
instructions and practice using it in the privacy, and safe- 
ty, of his driveway or 4 service station’s rear lot. 

; The Rubber Association of Canada also contributes 
the sound warning that too many motorists leave to chance 
that the auto jack will work smoothly and that it is a sim- 
ple operation. Flat tires seldom turn up near profes- 
sional help. : 

Another good idea is to carry a rock or other object 
in the car trunk to wedge pehind the car’s wheels if the 
flat should occur on an incline. 

Safety experts have another suggestion: every motor- 
ist should carry a spare fan beli—always. 

‘A fan belt is a small, inexpensive appendage to the 
working body of an automobile. But try to drive without 
it, says a mechanic. 

“This tough. sinewy little belt of rubber and fabric 
is doing a giant job under the car’s hood,” he adds. “Gen- 
erator; fan and cooling system depend on it. 

“Jf it fails (and it can), a vehicle’s lights, heat and 
power can fail wath it.” 

The Rubber Association of Canada notes that a fan 
belt gets extra work to do during summer driving. Its mus- 
cles can be flexed so much that it is Strained, or slips a 
little, or fails completely under stress. A spare belt 
costs far less than a night service call, a towing charge or 
a missed appointment.—Ontario Traffic Safety.

HEPATITIS AN INCREASING 
PROBLEM 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What 
is meant by hepatitis? Is it a 
common condition? Can it be 
prevented and treated? Sin- 
cerelv, Mr. Y., Michigan. 

Comment: In terms of heart 
disease, you wouldn’t say it’s 
a wide-spread condition. How- 
ever, when you consider that 
there were over 40,000 cases 
reported last year, you would 
not pass it off as inconsequen- 
tial, either. 

Inflammation of the liver 
seems to be an increasing 
problem in the United States. 
Many cases are unrecognized 
and unreported. 

In the sense that we know 
what causes hepatitis, it can 
be prevented, but this isn’t 
a simple job. Acute hepatitis 
is the inflammatory reaction 
of the liver to drugs, chemicals 
or infection. The two most 
common forms are toxic and 
yiral hepatitis. We see more 
of the viral type. Infectious or 
epidemic hepatitis is the type 
people are more likely to get. 
This virus is transmitted by 
personal contact or through 
human waste. The other viral 
type is transmitted through 
the blood. 

Even the toxic kind of hepa- 
titis is on the increase, though 
not as common as the viral 
type. It can be caused by 
chemicals that are swallowed, 
inhaled or absorbed by the 
skin. For example, chloroform, 
arsenic, carbon tetrachloride, 
insecticides, cleaning com- 
pounds, etc. Sometimes poi- 
sonous foods like mushrooms 
can cause an attack. Contamin- 
ated drinking water is often 
the cause of severe outbreaks. 

One viral type is due to in- 
noculations and transfusions 
with needles and syringes 
which haven't been completely 
sterilized. Many doctors are 
using disposable sterile needles 
and syringes when they can. 

One difficulty in tracking 
down viral hepatitis is that 
most often the symptoms do 
not show up until many weeks 
or months after the patient 
has become infected with the 
virus. 

Only then does he get! 
symptoms. They may re- 
semble an ordinary grippe at} 


first. But it hangs on longer 
with fever, chills, loss of 
appetite, fatigue, nausea, 


pain in the abdomen, diarrhea. | 
After a few weeks the liver 
becomes enlarged arid the 
whites of the eyes get yellow. 
So does the skin, and this is 
the reason for the itching that 
is so disturbing af times.

cals will kill clover too. 

Silvex, mecoprop, or 2, 4-D 
can be sprayed on. Take care 
that you use enough water to 
wet the leaves. Use 1 ounce of 
active 2, 4-D to 4 gallons of 
water. This amount will cover 
approximately 2500 square 
feet. Apply mecoprop at the 
rate of 142 ounces per 5 gal- 
lons of water and silvex at 1 
ounce per 5 gallons of water. 

What are the dangers at- 
tached to these chemicals? 
Very similar to 2, 4-D. Spray | 
on a windless day; keep the} 
spray away from ornamental| 
flowers and shrubs that might | 
be damaged. Silvex will kill}

This deceased son was our 
first-born. My husband and I 
lived in a large city and all 
our neighbours and friends 
-| there drank beer at the table 
with each meal - - as if it was 
water. I was a young bride, 
who had never taken beer 
until I married and went to 
‘this city to live. 

I drank it with my husband 
(but not to excess) all during 
my time of conception of this 
son, and all during my preg- 
nancy. Now, in looking back, 
I realize this child showed 
signs of alcoholism at an early 
age, and became totally de- 
pendent on some form of 
liquor before age 30.

RESIGNED? ’ 
Toronto’s morning paper carries an article this day 


imaginatively captioned “Ontario resigned to tax, retail 
sales rise again”. The person who made that headline is 
either a born optimist or lives a very sheltered life—a 
life unexposed to the people who are called upon to pay 
and cope with this latest assault on the taxpayer's pock- 
etbook. : 
There is no indication that the people of Ontario are 
resigned to the three per cent sales tax as far as We Can dis- 
cover. It would be true, in the light of what can. be learn- 
ed from the average consumer and small businessman, 
to say that the people are waiting—waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to put the boots to the government which intro- 
duced this tax. As a matter of fact, it would appear that 
anyone contemplating accepting a political appointment 
from the current Ontario administration at the present 
time is only interested In a short term arrangement, 
We said at the outset that the sales tax was discrim- 
jinatory—we have no hesitation in re-affirming this stand. 
The facts bear this out. The government has already 
yielded to pressure from churches which wish to conduct 
bazaars and rummage sales without the encumbrance of 
the tax. This concession has been promptly granted 
while people generally must continue to pay sales tax on 
soap—a necessity if one wishes to keep clean, Is clean- 
~Jiness no longer the next door neighbour of godliness? 
There is one thing to be said for the Ontario sales 
tax and that is it is outin the open. But this does not ex- 


cuse its discriminatory application. 
COMMON SENSE..... ;: 

It seems to us that all thé discussion which has cen- 
tered around the rection of an attractive new sign by 
Radio Station CKLY Lindsay lacks one essential ingre- 
dient - common sense. 

The sign has been erected in an area which, for years, 
has been poorly lighted. It is bright, crisp and proclaims 
only one thing - CKLY, 

As a radio station, CKLY is serving Lindsay and dis- 
trict. It is contributing to the growth and development of 
the town and its environs. Is it not common sense to en- 
courage any enterprise which is trying to help develop 
our community? 

There have been signs on Lindsay's boulevards (and 
in the immediate area of CKLY) for years. Nothing has 
been said about them. Why has it taken the town so long 
to examine the legality of placing signs along its main 
street boulevard? 

CKLY should, in common with the other people who 
have signs erected along the boulevards on Kent St. West, 
be allowed to leave its sign in position.

STOP CHILDREN FROM EATING 
DIRT, PAINT, CRAYONS. 

Children should be prevented from eating dirt, plas- 
ter, paint, hair, or crayons, 

These foreign substances “may cause not only severe 
illness and permanent impairment but sometimes even 
death,” Dr. Sydney S, Gellis, professor and chairman of 
the department of pediatrics, Boston University School of 


Medicine, warned today in a release received by the 
Health League of Canada. 
Dr. Gellis said in “Today's Health”, the American 


Medical Association magazine, that dirt is among the most 
common substances eaten by children and could cause 
permanent damage to the liver. 

Paint and plaster containing lead paint 
lead poisoning which can result in brain damage and per- 
manent mental retardation in youngsters under four years 
old, he said, 

Dyes in red and orange crayons and hair, when eaten, 
also can cause health problems, he said. 

Dr. Gellis said any child suspected of having eaten 
such substances should be taken to a physician without 
delay. —Health News Services 

NEW MACHINE FOR TENNIS COACHING 

A new coaching machine for tennis players, called the 
‘Strokemaster’, has been designed by a London firm that 
specializes in sports equipment. Rhona Salter described 
how this versatile machine works in a recent edition of the 
‘New Ideas’ programme broadcast weekly in the BBS Gen- 
eral Overseas Service. 

“Suppose you want to practise your backhand drives,” 
she said, “all you do is fix the appropreate striking head to 
the machine, fill up the container with a maximum of 54 
balls, pick up your tennis racket and switch on, Out will 
come 54 backhand drives, strong and accurate. The speed 
and rate of delivery can both be varied from 9 to 90 miles 
per hour and from one ball every four seconds fo one hall 
every two seconds. In this way it benefits the experienc- 
ed player as much as the beginner; and in fact, Dan Mas- 
kell, the famous tennis coach, said recently that it was the 
best aid he had ever seen for tennis practice and instruc- 
tion.” 5 

The ‘Strokemaster’ can be used successfully either on 
indoor or outdoor courts, and, while not cheap, should 
prove well worth its price as a time-saver to clubs, schools 
and sports centres.

THE TIRED MOTHER SYNDROME 
A Cleveland doctor says that a new disease, which he 


describes as the “tired mother syndrome’, is sweeping 


North America. The cause of the disease, he claims, is 
that mothers have too many things to do, they work 16 
hours a day seven days a week, they never haye a vaca- 
tion from the deadly round of family chores. 

The doctor has a point. There is certainly some 
general affliction which is affecting many mothers on 
the continent; but whether the cause is actually over- 
work would seem to be put in doubt by another of his 
comments, The number of children a mother has, he 
says, has no bearing on her fatigue. “A woman with one 
child worries four times as much as a woman with four 
children, so it all comes out even.” Is the root cause 
of the trouble, then, the work she does, or the worrying 
about the work she does, or possibly the worrying about 
the work she doesn’t do? Does she suggest her useful- 
ness in the scheme of things? 

The mother of 50 years ago was left in no doubt con- 
cerning her usefulness to her family, Her husband 
worked outside the home to provide the income to main- 
tain it; and she worked inside the home to make it a 
functioning unit. She made most of the family’s cloth- 
es; she baked the bread and everything else that was eat- 
en; in the summer she preserved fruit and vegetables for 
the winter; she washed clothes with her knuckles and a 
scrub board; she cleaned the house without the benefit 
of vacuum sweeper, electric floor polisher, dry cleaning 
establishments or detergents. She provided much of her 
children’s early education, and helped to produce the 
homemade games with which they entertained themsely- 
es,

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When night fell she was honestly tired, but she 
could see the fruits of her labor—the new batch of bread 
cooling on the kitchen table, the long worsted stockings 
knitted for junior, the basement cupboard lined with 
packed preserving jars, the quilts economically patched 
from otherwise useless fragments. Her muscles might 
ache; but she know herself to be useful, and even —in the 
skill of her cookery or the art of her quilt designs — 
creative. 

Today’s mother need perform few of these chores; 
but she is also without the satisfaction of their accomp- 
lishment. Her house is replete with labor-saving devices; 
her bread, pies, cakes, cookies come ready-baked from 
the store; she has a washer and drier but a diaper service 
does the baby’s diapers, she never makes any of the fam- 
ily’s clothes except as a hobby; a kindergarten fakes the 
children off her hands when they are five! a television 
set provides their entertainment. 

Before her children arrived, today’s mother has gen- 
erally worked out of the home. She knows, therefore, that 
if she organized her work the way it was organized in 
the office or factory she could get through most of it in 
the morning and have the rest of the day free. But that 
would require self-discipline and leave her at loose ends, 
so she doesn’t do it, she just feels guiltily that she ought to 
have done it. 

She misses the camaraderie of the office or the fact- 
ory. She is better educated than her mother or grand- 
mother, and therefore views her homemaking not as a 
career for which she was intended but as a round of men- 
jal tasks beneatn her intellectual level. Yet she seldom 
employs her intellectual attainments by becoming involv- 
ed in truly productive community, curtual or political 
activities. Instead she subsides into a frustrated round of 
coffee klatches with the other frustrated wives of her dis- 
trict. 

At night she is tired, not because she has been over- 
employed — though inefficient use of the tools at her dis- 
posal may have spread a confusion of activity over the 
day — but because she has been under-employed, She 
feels useless, even while protesting how busy she has 
been, and guilty because of he ruselessness. 

Her problem is simple to define but complex to solve. 
She has been deprived, by the mechanical advances of the 
Twentieth Century, of most of her traditional role as a 
mother and housewife; and she has not yet learned to 
employ the leisure thus acquired in other:forms of produc- 
tive endeavor. Her disease will yield, not to the remedy 
of the Cleveland doctor, which is less work, but to the 
only efficacious remedy for boredom, which is more work, 
directed to a useful or creative end —The Globe and Mail.

“Ringless” Spotting

Other plants that don’t like 
to be moved are babies’-breath 
and anemones, 

Plants that spread quickly, 
should be divided and trans- 
planted. Bergamot, helenium, 
Michaelmas daisies, iris, and 
phlox are included in this 
group. 

Mr. Weall feels that holly- 
hocks, lupins, columbines, and 
delphiniums all need new 
stock - - the practice of divis- 
ion is not too successful. 

These are the rules for 
dividing plants. First, choose; 
a dull day. Next, be sure you} 
have a workable plan. Then 
make the holes for the new 
plants. Lift out the old clump 
and divide it into three or 
four sections, being careful 
not to expose the roots to the 
air for too long.

These can take many shapes 
and forms. Two in the New 
York City area are good ex- 
amples of the extremes. 
The first is a two-bunk 
shelter 15 miles from Man- 
hattan in Laurelton, Queens. 
It belongs to 53-year-old Leslie 
Byron who came to the U:S 
from Hungary in 1940. A 
builder, he constructed his 
six-by-10-foot shelter of 150 
cinder blocks, 11-hundred 
bricks and 137 hours of work. 
Total cost: 400 dollars. It will 
house himself, his wife, and 
their two teen-age children. 
A civil defense official says 
Byron’s shelter would give its 
occupants a chance for survi- 
val if the blast were three 
miles away or eyen half a mile. 
And there’s all Byron wants 

. a chance for survival. 

He puts it this way: “There’s 
no 100 per cent guarantee for 
life. You can die in a plane 
crash or a car accident.” He

He 
was concerned about having 
gonorrhea - - yet he maintain- 
ed that he had not had any 
extra - marital relations, Bx- 
mination proved that he had 
a non-specific urethritis (not 
due to 'gonorrhea). 

When that report came 
back, the diagnosis was evi- 
dent.

The last days of railroading 
for the Village of Bobcaygeon 
have come and gone - and in 
a short time not even the 
ribbons of steel which stretch 
through the countryside will 
be left to mark an era of rail: 
roading. A large work train 
has a crew working now to 
tear up the tracks of the CPR 
Jine from Lindsay to Bobcay- 
geon - starting at the north 
end. Simultaneously, the CPR 
station and telegraph office in 
Bobcaygeon closes up as of 
today. 

Old timers in and around 
Bobcaygeon say that the first 

train rolled into that village 
in 1904. Now Bobcaygeon, 
after almost 60 years of rail- 
road service, joins the ranks 
of communities which will no 
longer hear the rumble of 
heavy locomotives and heavily- 
Jaden cars on those steel rails, 
which haye contributed so 
much to this country’s de- 
elopment. 

The last railroad employee 
in Bobcaygeon, CPR Agent 
Gordon Hodgson, told “The 
Post” that according to his 
records, the last train into the 
village was on May 15th., of 
this year - and that was only 
a one-car train. A lone loco- 
motive, he said, put in an 
appearance on May 24th. 

“They're tearing the tracks 
right out from underneath 
me,” he said humorously. Mr. 
Hodgson says that he is now 
transferred to Drumbo, On- 
tario. 

Meanwhile, a large work 
train of about 30 cars has 
now commenced the opera- 
tions of tearing up the track.

duction, 

Common Barberry is the 
host plant of the stem rust 
organism which attacks wheat, 
oats, and barley. European 
Buckthorn plays the same 
part in perpetuating leaf rust 
of oats. It is important to 
recognize and destroy these 
shrubs, whether they occur in 
fence rows or hedges, common 
habitat of buckthorn; or as 
individual bushes on lawns, 
and old pastures, where com- 
mon barberry is most  fre- 
quently found. 

Japanese Barberry, a horti- 
cultural variety, is a useful 
ornamental shrub which plays 
no part in the propagation of 
stem rust. This shrub is easily 
distinguishable from the Com- 
mon Barberry. However, sevy- 
eral hybrids have recently 
been observed, some of which 
are harmless - - some are not. 
These may be intermediate in 
distinguishing characteristics, 
but the final verdet on whe 
ther they should live or die 
should be based on whether 
the orange colored rust spots 
are present on the backs of 
the leaves during early sum- 
mer. If rust spots are pre- 
sent, destroy the shrub.

A 10 per cent reduction in 
the minimum rate for electric 
home heating was announced 
today by Ontario Hydro. 

Chairman W. Ross Strike 
stated that the growing popu- 
larity of electric home heating 
detailed know- 
ledge of its load characteristics 
were the major factors in the 
decision to reduce the net rate 
from 1.5 to 1.35 cents a killo- 
watt-hour, 

“We hope that all-electric 
home building programs, 
which have been growing in 
popularity, will be given a 
boost. The Commission ex- 
pects that the 2,000 installa- 
tions in Ontario by the end of 
1961 will double next year and 
continue to increase rapidly 
from year to year to perhaps a 
quarter of a million by 1980”, 
Mr. Strike said. 

“We also expect that growth 
in the number of installations 
will prompt further heating 
rate reductions,” he said. 

The new rate, which coula 
result in savings of $20. to 
$30 a year to the average 
home heated by electricity, ap- 
plies immediately to custom- 
ers in the rural areas served 
directly by Ontario Hydro. 

Municipal electrical utilities 
which now have a special rate 
for home heating haye been 
given approval to reduce their 
rates to the new minimum fi- 
gure and it is expected that 
most utilities will be making 
rate announcements to this 
effect in the near future.

Know Ontario's Trees 


The Flowering Dogwood 
Cornus florida, L. 
The genus Cornu has some 
16 species in North America. 


Three of these are trees; two 


are found east of the Rocky 


Mountains and one on the Pac- 
ific Coast. 


The dogwood described 


here is a small tree of from 20 
to 40 feet in height, and is us- 
ually found as an understory 
in the forest.

According to the writer, the 


bath without being dictated to 
by a vocal and narrow minor- 
ity, which wishes to tell us 
what we can, and cannot enjoy 
on our day of rest.” Had it not 
been for the Lord’s Day Al- 
liance the people of Canada 
would never have been able 
to enjoy the day of rest which 
the writer so ardently desires. 
Let not the Editor of the 
Watchman - Warder try to fool 
the people of this county. Had 
it not been for the Lord’s Day 
Act passed largely ‘by the in- 
stigation of the Lord’s Day 
Alliance the working people 
of Ontario might even today 
be sweated and worked seven 
days a week. 

Any proper understanding 
of Sunday Observance requires 
that we understand something 
of the history of this remark- 
able Hebrew-Christian custom. 
The Jewish Sabbath on Satur- 
day and the Christian Sunday 
both fulfil the same natural 
law for the welfare of human: 
ity - - namely, of one day in 
seven set apart, or holy (for 
that is what holy means) for 
rest and worship. It is imma- 
terial which day of the week 
this different day should be - - 
Saturday or Sunday - - though 
it is interesting that while 
the Jewish Sabbath began as 
a Day of Rest (which is the 
meaning of Sabbath) and be- 
came a Day of Worship the 
Chrisitian Sunday began as a 
Day of Worship and became 
also a Day of Rest. 

No Jewish Invention 
The cult of the seventh day 
is no Jewish invention. Israel 
found it already in Canaan 
when they possessed the Pro- 
mised Land. And though the 
first traces of the measure- 
ment of time by the phases of 
the moon in ancient Babylon, 
the origin of the division of 
time into weeks, with special 
emphasis on one particular 
day, is lost in the mists of 
antiquity. Thus the statement 
in the first chapter of Genesis 
that God rested from His work 
on the Sabbath Day, is sym- 
bolic that the law of one day 
in seven set apart for rest 
dates from Creation itself, 
and is part of the Creator's 


human society. As the late Dr. 
F. B. Meyer has written:- “The 
keeping of the Sabbath is 
right and obligatory upon us, 
not simply because it is in the 
Ten Commandments, but be- 
cause it is part of the Eternal 
Order. The Ten Command- 
ments do NOT make things 
right and wrong. They state 
things because they are right 
or wrong.” 

Is ‘it not significant that 
when at the Bolshevik Revolu- 
tion in Communist Russia, a

Reports and Remarks... 


BBC PROGRAMME LINKS THE NATIONS 

Radio’s advantage as the fastest means of com- 
munication on earth has always been exploited to the 
full by the BBC, not only in the dissemination of news, 
put also in the broadcasting of comment and discussion 
on important topics of the day by speakers who need 
not necessarily be in the same studio, nor eyen in the 
same country or continent. 

The weekly ‘London Forum’, for example, broad- 
cast in the BBC General Overseas Service, has often 

enables speakers many miles apart to engage in the 
same discussion. The monthly Home Service ‘Radio 
Link’ programme, which has been running regularly 
since February 1956, has been described as “a triumph 
of international radio efficiency” in bringing together 
speakers in London and other world centres to ex- 
change views in press conferences and discussions of 
world-wide scope. Some twenty-six nations have so 
far been represented, and it has always been a rule that 
speakers broadcast ‘live’ and from their own country. 
Qn one occasion a Frenchman yoluntarily returned 
from the United States to Paris several days earlier 
than he had intended in order to ‘qualify’. 

Among several other ‘firsts, Radio Link’ can claim 
to be the first programme in which a British, a Com- 
monwealth and a foreign Cabinet Minister haye each 
answered questions in an international radio press con- 
ference; it is also the first BBC programme of which 
the complete text has been incorporated in the United 
States Congressional Record. It has achieved a sig- 
nificant number of regular re-broadcasts in the United 
States. Barly in 1959 the number of stations taking 
the programme was 27. The latest figure is 104, The 
programme has also been re-broadeast frequently in 
Canada, on as Many as 38 stations, and, on occasions, 
in Australia. —BBC London Letter.

WHY SO MANY 
ELECTROCARDIOGRAMS? 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 

husband recently had an at 
tack of coronary thrombosis. 
What JI can’t understand 1s 
this. Why did the doctor have 
to take so many electrocardio- 
grams? Sincerely, Mrs. B., 
Michigan. 

Comment: How many did 
he take? How often? And 
when? During the attack or 
weeks or months later? As 
I have been saying here, the| 
ECG is an important diagnos- 
tic tool. However, the gooa 
doctor knows its limitations as 
well as its assets. 

For example, if the history 
and examination of the patient 
indicates that he has angina 
pectoris, I do not allow a nega- 
tive electrocardiogram to in- 
fluence me to rescind the diag- 
nosis, You can have angina 
and negative electrocardio- 
grams (even when the tracings 
show no typical changes after | 
exercise). In such borderline 
cases, Mrs. B., the doctor often 
must take many ECGs (at rest, 
after exercise, etc.) before he 
can truly evaluate the electro- 
cardiographic findings. 

NOW, consider an attack of 
coronary thrombosis which; 
you say your husabnd had. [; 
ean only guess why his doctor 
needed to take several HCGs. 
Perhaps the attack wasn’t 
typical. Perhaps he was at 
first suspicious that the 
trouble was in the gall bladder 
or in the stomach, In such 
cases the first ECG may be en- 
tirely normal. 


Hower, the doctor is still 
suspicious (as any good doctor 
must be of pain in the chest) 
and takes what we call a 
“serial” EGG-one of many. 
This may be all right, too. Not 
entirely satisfied that coron- 
ary disease isn’t the cause, he 
takes another electrocardio- 
gram 10 days after the origin 
al attack (all the while keeping 
his patient in bed). And lo 
and behold: for the first time 
there are typical changes in 
the ECG which substantiate the 
diagnosis of coronary throm- 
bosis. Suppose the doctor had 
depended only upon the first 
normal electrocardiogram? 
Your husband might have 
been discharged within a few 
days, returned to work, and 
suffered a fatal attack. 

Most often only one heart 
tracing is necessary to esta- 
blish the diagnosis of coronary 
thrombosis (sometimes within 
hours). But I hope I have con- 
vinced you that serial electro- 
cardiograms are often neces- 
‘sary-and can be lifesaving.

There are reports from 
Morocca the French already haye begun negotiations 
with Moslem leaders in Geneva, Attacks by extrem- 
ists on both sides followed De Gaulle’s announcement 
that he will grant self-determination to Algiers while 
protecting the rights of Huropean settlers.

escaped convict from the City’s Bordeaux Jail who is 
now in hiding.

He says sick men are never 
given more than aspirin, complainers are put into 
straight jackets, and if this fails to cure them they are 
subjected to beatings and humiliation while placed 
under mental obseryation.

STOP! .. .. Killing yourseit

WHEN THE HEART STOPS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: It is no 
longer news that surgeons 
can sometimes start a “dead 
heart” beating by getting into 
the chest or below the dia- 
phragm and massaging the 
heart by hand. I understand 
this is called “open” cardiac 
massage. Lately, I understand, 
there is a new method called 
“closed - chest” cardiac mas- 
sage. Will you explain how it 
works? Sincerely, Mr. T., 
Alabama. 

Comment: When a heart is 
dead, we consider it really 
beyond hope. No method of 
resuscitation will ever bring 
back such a heart. But the 
reassuring thought in many 
seemingly hopeless cases, is 
that we can’t always tell that 
a heart is really dead until 
we have tried everything we 
know to bring it back to life. 

When a heart stops and 
breathing stops, we have to 
work fast. This is so because 
brain cells are very sensitive 


to oxygen lack. If oxygen 15) dividuals.

cut off for more than a few 
minutes, the brain is damaged 
beyond repair. Due to actual 
heart stoppage or a condition 
called ventricular fibrillation 
(in which the heart can’t push 
any blood at all through the 
arteries) oxygen supply is shut 
off. 

As you say, many patients 
have been saved by surgeons 
using “open” cardiac massage. 
The non-surgical or “closed” 
method works like this: 
Ideally, there should be two 
people performing the resus- 
citation. One to blow air into 
the lungs of the stricken per- 
son; the other to massage the 
heart. In a pinch, both pro- 
cedures can be done by one 
person. 

The mouth must be cleared 
of obstructions and the head 
held in such a way that the 
patient doesn’t choke on his 
tongue. One operator then 
produces positive - pressure 
ventilation by blowing into the 
patient’s mouth. Immediately, 


the heart; he presses down 
hard on the lower part of the 
sternum (breast bone). He does 
so at one-second intervals, 
four times after each lung in- 
flation. At the end of a min- 
ute, such procedure results in 
12 lung inflations and 48 
heart compressions. 

Doctors at Baltimore City 
Hospitals have used this me- 
| thod (or a similar one). Com- 
| Paring the open technique to 
the closed, they say that “The 
great advantage of the closed 
| over the open technique lies 
jin the fact that the closed can 
|be started more rapidly with- 
out having to overcome the 
natural fear of an unnecessary 
thoracectomy. The closed 
technique can be taught to 
nonmedical personnel and ap- 
| plied outside the hospital.” 
| No doubt this method will 
|be taught to ambulance dri- 
vers and to those who take 
first aid courses. You can see 
its possibilities for saving 
some apparently hopeless in-

News that some 4,000 employees of a major manu- 


facturing concern in Ontario are to be laid off for Uist 
month of September because of the drought in UIs west- 
ern prairies points up again the fundamental interdepend- 
ence of the various industries which make up the Canadian 
economy. ‘ 

In recent years and in the wake of our growing popu. 
lation, the Canadian farmer has come*to depend increas- 
ingly on manufacturing industry to take a substantial pro- 
portion of his produce for processing and domestic con- 
sumption. The half of industry's earnings which go in 
taxes have also furnished governments with much of the 
revenue out of which the farmer is “protected” by means 
of price supports and subsidized freight rates, In conse- 
quence, farming families have had a bigger stake than 
omy, it does not occupy the place of prominence it did a 
much more reason to support it through their purchases. 
Now, once again, it falls to many of the nation’s farmers 
to experience a really bad year. ‘ 

, As important as agriculture is to the national econ- 
omy, it does not occupy the place of prominence ti dia a 
relatively few years ago, and the degree of industrial ex- 
pansion ‘and diversification that has taken place since the 
last major crop failure a quarter of a century ago will un- 
doubtedly help cushion the west against the worst effects 
of this year's blow. Even so, a bad year for the farmer 
spells trouble in one form or another for most of us. 
Manufacturers and retailers alike must expect sales to be 
down in the hardest hit areas while consumers across the 
land will sooner or later pay more for foodstuffs. . 

And so it is that the fortunes of all of us are bound 
up each with the other—east with west, farmer with man- 
ufacturer, consumer with both. We are one nation and 
the misfortunes of any one industry or region is the mis- 
fortune of all. 

TWEED—Plant windbreaks and save money, sug- 
gests J. M. Taylor District Forester of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests here, to farmers in this east- 
ern Ontario area. 

Surveys have shown, he say, that forest belt protec- 
tion fields have a higher yield of grain crops, vegetables 
and grasses, grains being up 20% to 25%, vegetables 
30% to 50% and grasses 25% to as much as 100% great- 
er with tree belt protection. 

Forest belts reduce the velocity of winds over a field 
by 30% to 40%, tests have shown, and the degree of evap- 
oration of moisture is cut from 10% to 30% in a period of 
dry winds. Wind erosion also is prevented and protected 
homes also benefit. 

Trees for shelter belts or windbreaks may be ob- 
tained from the Department of Lands and Forests at nem- 
inal cost, but orders should be sent in now to ensure deliv- 
ery next spring. 

In sandy loam or soil. the best species for the purpose 
are red pine, poplar, and white cedar. Recommended for 
very dry soil are Scotch pine, poplar and cedar. Spruce 
and white pine grow well on clay soil or heavy loam, 


UNDERGROUND “SKI-LIFT” 

Miners at a colliery in Nottingham in the English 
Midlands may soon have a “ski-lift” to carry them up the 
steep slopes nearly a quarter of a mile below ground. 
The prototype, now undergoing extensive trials, has alrea- 
dy carried scores of men the 370-yard journey, negotia- 
ting gradients of 1 in 2,1in 5 and1in 15. Passengers are 
carried in special chairs attached to a wire rope by patent 
clips designed by Mr. Harold Horrocks, a 54-year-old 
method study engineer who works for the Hast Midlands 
Division of the National Coal Boad. The system is de- 
signed to carry men at speeds up to 4 m.p.h. A signal 
wire is at hand along the full length of the ropeway. 

Mr. A. A. Bowker, production director for the Bast 
Midlands Division of the National Coal Board, says he in- 
tends to promote the use of the new underground trans- 
port system in all suitable places in mines in his area. 


PREFABRICATED OPERATING ROOM 

A prefabricated operating room made from plastic 
materials and synthetic rubber that can be steam- 
cleaned or disinfected has been designed by a U.K. 
firm—New Hlectronic Products Ltd., 358 Kennington 
Rd., London, S. H. 11. It can be incorporated into old 
hospital buildings, providing a modern self-contained 
operating room without the expense of extensive build- 
ing alterations. This has been done in Hammersmith 
General Hospital, London, England. It could also be 
the ideal solution to the need for operating rooms in 
remote areas such as mining camps. 

The Modular Operating Theatre has been designed 
to eliminate cracks and crevices. Panels of formed 
polystrene faced with plywood, coated with aluminum 
and covered with a chemical-resistant plastic, are 
assembled on a girder frame. The panels are fitted 
at their bases into sealed synthetic rubber gaskets, 

Air conditioning filters the air in the operating 
room ‘to .001 micron with a complete change of air 
20 times an hour; an electronic air cleaner removes 
bacteria and viruses along with the particles they ride 

on, Instruments are passed through double-entry 


hatches which keep out unfiltered air. And the 
slightly positive air pressure inside the operating 
room keeps out contaminated air when the door is 


opened, 
All the electronic apparatus can be monitored from 
inside the operating room with the help of big dials 


which the-surgeons can see, or can be controlled from 
a console outside, 


100-AMP EQUIPMENT AVAILABLE 

To help farm and other rural customers meet their 
growing electrical needs, Ontario Hydro will sell 100-amp- 
ere outdoor service entrance boxes and circuit breakers 
through its 98 rural area offices this fall. 

Hydro has been urging its farm customers to install 
outdoor boxes to provide a central point of supply for dis- 
tribution to their houses and farm buildings, and is pro- 
moting the installation of 100-amp or larger services to 
handle future requirements. 

Lack of suitable outdoor equipment, however, has 
made it difficult for them to carry out such improvements. 

Until provided through regular commercial suppliers,

will be carried by Hydro's rural area offices for resale 
to customers. When available, 200-amp equipment may 
also be sold. 

At present, Hydro’s rural area carry low capacity 
outdoor boxes. When the supply is exhausted, their sale 
will be discontinued and 100-amp will be the minimum 
size. ; 

There has been greatly increased interest in larger 
capacity services for farms since a recent change in the 
farm rate made billing independent of breaker size. 
ONTARIO WHEAT PRODUCERS 

Chatham, Ontario—Ontario wheat producers will 
share @ return payment totalling $452,718.00 for Ont- 
ario wheat marketed from July ist, 1960 to June 20, 
1961. 

The payment represents the unused portion of the 
nine cent per bushel levy collected on wheat marketed 
during the period and amounts to five cents per bushel 
return, which is now being distributed to individual 
producers. 

In announcing the payment, Mr. Otis McGregor, 
Assistant Secretary-Manager of the Ontario Wheat 
Producers Marketing Board, said the total amount will 
be shared by 24,232 producers who marketed a total of 
9,054,867 bushels of the 1960 soft winter wheat 
crop, 

Mr. McGregor stated that of the total market- 
ings, 1,184,737 bushels were offered as surplus wheat 
from dealers and that the board had purchased this 
amount and were successful in selling it all on the ex- 
port market. 

The costs of exporting the surplus wheat involve 


freight, storage and handling from local points into ex- 
port positions, and are covered by funds provided by 
the nine cent levy. 

Demand for Ontario soft winter wheat on the ex- 
port market during the 1960-61 crop year was compar- 
atively weak. | As a result, the average sale price per 
bushell for the 1,184,787 bushels exported amounted to 
only $1.52 f.0.b, Montreal while the average cost per 
bushel amounted to $1.82 — a loss of 30 cents per 
bushel on all surplus wheat exported.

Hints For Homemakers 

When you're making ham- 
burg patties from ground beef, 
try this hint from Maedonald 
Institute. Add 1/3 cup soft 
bread crumbs and 2 to 3 
tablespoons of milk to 1 
pound of ground beef; the 
patties will be less compact 
and you'll get more hamburg- 
ers per pound of ground beef. 

Where extra nourishment 
is needed, add 2 tablespoons 
of skim milk powder to 1 cup 
of whole milk, suggests the 
Nutrition Department, Mac- 
donald Institute.

HOW TO COOK BEETS 

Buy Ontario beets now, 
while they are in season. You 
will find them fresh and inex- 
pensive, with good flavour and 
high nutritional value. 

Choose beets that are firm 
and heavy, advises the Food 
and Nutrition Department of 
Macdonald Institute. They 
should be smooth, with a dark 
or bright-red colour. Beets a- 
|bout 2 to 3 inches in diameter 
jare usually best for flavour 
}and appearance. Look for crisp 
tops, free of blemishes and 
soft spots; always use the tops 
immediately. 

Store the beets (tops off) in 
a cool, moist atmosphere away 
from sunlight, to preserve 
their quality. 

To prepare the beets, scrub 
them thoroughly. Leave the 
roots on and at least 1 inch of 
the stem. Don’t break the skin 
or the beets will lose a great 
deal of colour when they are 
boiled. 


Boil the beets for 15 to 25 
minutes, or until they are ten- 
der. Then slip the skins off. 
After cooking, slice or cube 
the larger beets, but leave the 
smaller ones whole. Put the 
cooked, peeled beets in a dish 
and season with salt, pepper 
and butter, Set them over 
boiling water and serve hot. 
Leftover cold beets may be 
covered with vinegar and used 
as pickles, 

Beet greens are good sources 
of iron and calcium. Wash 
them thoroughly and put them 
in a heavy pot with just the 
water that is left clinging, to 
them. Cook the leaves in a 
tighly-covered pot just until 
they collapse. Serve hot with 
butter, salt and pepper. 


Baked beets have an entire 
ly different flavour, Here is a 
recipe from Macdonad _ Insti- 
tute: shred peeled, raw beets 
and place them in a greased 
casserole. For each cup of 
shredded vegetable add J to 2 
tablespoons of water and 1/8 
teaspoon of salt.

Charges railroads 
with “sitting back” 


Frank McGee, M. P., for 
York - Scarboro, made a brief 
appearance at the CNR hearing) 
in Lindsay Thursday. Mr.) 
McGee put forth a plea for 
the continuance of the train 
service from Markham to To- 
ronto which would be removed 
if a loss in capital was sustain- 
ed by the CNR company. 

Mr. McGee told the board 
of Commissioners, “that the 
railroad officials have ignored 
the situations that exist with 
the present system and have 
made no effort to increase the 
passenger use of the present 
service. The train officials 
have never tried to shift the 
existing schedules so that 
more could make proper use 
of the facilities. They have 
never tried to canvass 
people in this area to see how 
many would actually use the 
service if it were available at 
the right times.” 

Mr. McGee continued, “The 
Railroad has never shown any 
particular initiative to promote 
its existing service. They have 
never tried to diminish the 
loss which is incurred through) 
this lack of initiative.” 

He suggested to the CNR 
that they take greater advan- 
tage of the existing advertising 
mediums to create public in- 
terest in their services.

A pamphlet being distributed from 1238A Seymour 
St., Vancouver 2, B.C., alleges that present personal 
income and corporation taxes are unconstitutional. It 
cites as its authority the British North America Act. 
To quote an excerpt: 

“Section 92, British North America Act States: 
‘In each Province the Legislatures may EXCLUSIVELY 
make Laws in relation to Matters coming within the 
Classes of Subjects next hereinafter enumerated: that 
is to say:— 

(2) DIRECT TAXATION with 


the Province in 


order to the raising of a Revenue for PROVINCIAL 
purposes, 

‘We therefore see that DIRECT TAXATION, 
such as the Personal Income Tax and Corporation 


Tax, etc., are the EXCLUSIVE RIGHT of the Provincial 
Legislatures, and that the Parliament of Canada has 
no RIGHT to make and COLLECT such taxes within 
any Province. 

‘Further, according to the ruling of the Supreme 
Court of Canada, the Federal Government and the 
Legislatures of the Provinces CANNOT LEGALLY 
exchange their legislative powers. 

‘Thus, under the Constitution of Canada,, the 
Provinces CANNOT LEGALLY ‘farm out’ the Personal , 
Income Tax and Corporation Tax, ete., to the Federal 


Government, and that therefore the collection under 
the Federal Income Tax Act of these taxes BY the 
Federal Government is UNCONSTITUTIONAL and 


therefore ILLEGAL.’
